Recently tlie State Board of For­ 
estry offered the school children of 
Indiana prizes of ten dolalrs each for 
the best essays on the subject, “To 
What Extent Should Indiana be Re­ 
forested; Give Reason.” 
The prizes 
have just been awarded 
and 
four 
essays which were considered best 
are being published in the Daily Re­ 
publican. 
The following was writ­ 
ten by Miss Mabel Adair of the Soph­ 
omore class of the 
Lebanon 
high 
school and is the third of the series: 
The forests of Indiana are being 
cut down so rapidly that if some re­ 
straint is not put on this work of de­ 
struction the forests will, in a short 
time, be only a remembrance among 
the “Iloosiers.*’ 
The people in early 
day- can be pardoned for 
cutting 
down trees, for they had to do it to 
clear places for their homes and to 
prevent beast - and enemies from hid­ 
ing around. 
Besides they were not 
taught the economical importance of 
the forests. 
There were many trees 
then, but wood for feul and lumber is 
becoming so scarce 
now 
that 
the 
preservation and restoration of our 
forests i- a very important problem, 
hence the question. “To what extent 
should Indiana be reforested?” con­ 
front- us. 
The places that should be reforest­ 
ed are the sections of land not adap­ 
ted to agriculture. 
Hilly country is 
not suitable for farming, it cannot 
be easily tilled, and the soil has gen­ 
erally been washed 
off 
the 
rock s. 
There are many acres of such land in 
Brown county. 
If the lands 
that 
have a lw a y s been poor or have been 
made so by improper usage should be 
property reforested, 
the 
leafmould 
eau-ed by the fallen le res w mid en- 
rieh them and mak e them valuable, 
t many tracts of land are lo- 
-o as t « » be unprofitable for 
¡tore. 
They may be 
too 
far 
own or from the owner’s home, 
plot- are too small, being cut 
m large 
fields by 
railroads, 
or roads. Many streams wash 
and mak e them irregular. 
If 
the right k ind of trees were set out, 
they would have a tendency to hold 
the bank s in. 


Public property 
and 
lands 
not 
used for anything else should be util­ 
ized for trees. 
If trees were neatly 
and 
tastefully 
arranged 
around 
churches, school houses, jails, libra­ 
ries, halls and court 
houses, 
they 
would be a protection, would beautify 
the surroundings, 
and 
around 
the 
school houses, 
would serve 
as 
a 
shade for the pupils 
during 
play 
time. 
Trees should be set 
out 
on 
roadsides and public 
righways, 
to 
serve as windbreak s for the protec­ 
tion of the traveler and to beautify 
the roads. 
Of course the old ques­ 
tion would arise concerning the dry­ 
ing of the roads. 
It should be a su­ 
pervisor’s duty to k eep 
the 
roads 
well graded, the trees well trimmed 
and it would not be necessary for the 
roads to be muddy.

Resembled a Scene in Fa iryla nd, 
Were Thronged by the Five Thou­ 
sa nd Guests Bidden by the President 
a nd 
Mrs. Ta ft to Celebra te Their 
Silver Wedding Anniversa ry. 


W ashington, June 20.—It will be 
many a day before the national cap­ 
ital forgets the function which mark ed 
the celebration last night of the silv er 
wTedding anniv ersary of President and 
Mrs. Taft. 
Ev ery one, from the most 
exclusiv e social cav e dweller to the 
new est m em ber of congress, seems 
willing to admit that the reception 
was one of the most notable social 
affairs ev er held at the W hite House. 
With the w eather absolutely perfect, 
the White House grounds transformed 
almost into fairy land, the 5,000 inv ited 
guests hav ing the best k ind of a time 
and four times that many interested 
and enthusiastic spectators standing 
twenty deep outside the spik ed iron 
fence that surrounds ¿lie executiv e 
mansion, President Taft as he stood 
at the head of the receiv ing line with 
the first lady of the land, did not seem 
to hav e a care in the world. 
He was 
particularly happy , as he said repeat­ 
edly in the course of the ev ening, that 
Mrs. Taft, lately not in the best of 
health, seemed to hav e won strength 
for the occasion and was with him 
ev ery moment of the time that the 
thousands of guests were filing by , ex­ 
changing 
handgrips 
and expressing 
the hope that they might be spared to 
be present away off in the future at 
the T aft’s golden wedding day . 
The reception itself began prompt­ 
ly at 9 o’clock , but long before that 
hour a goodly part of the company 
had arriv ed. 
Many of the guests lit­ 
erally had to fight their way to the 
entrance, the throng of spectators hav ­ 
ing formed a jam extending from the 
iron fence around the grounds to the 
steps of the treasury building. On the 
west, between the W hite House and 
the state, war and nav y building, it 
was the same. 
Apparently ev ery body 
in W ashington had come down town 
to see the sights. 
The custom ary fanfare of trum pets 
announced the appearance of the pres­ 
ident and Mrs. Taft. 
There was a 
great outburst of cheers and hand- 
clapping as they stepped out on the 
south 
portico 
and. 
descending 
the 
winding stone steps, made their way 
across the lawn to the canopy where 
the guests were receiv ed and where 
abov e the presidential couple blazed 
in incandescents the dates 18 8 6-19 11. 
After them came the members of the 
cabinet with their wiv es and members 
of their fmafiies. 
For two hours the 
president stoed in line, shak ing hands 
the num ber passing during that period 
being almost as great as at the usual 
public reception ev ery New 
Year’s 
day . 
Mrs. Taft stood up beside the 
president during the first three-quar­ 
ters of an hour, and then at his earn­ 
est solicitation, sat down beside him 
But she did not seem fatigued in the 
least, continuing to shak e hands with 
each well-wishing guest and hav ing a 
welcoming smile for ev ery one. 
About 11 o’clock 
the last guest 
passed under the canopy and the pres­ 
ident and Mrs. Taft, after walk ing 
about the lawn, stopping here an 
there to chat w*ith a friend or greet 
an acquaintance, went indoors. 
The 
engineers* hand followed them to the 
east room to play dance music, and 
from that time on the reception was 
informal to a degree. 
Some of the 
guests danced, others sought the re­ 
freshment tables, but by far the great­ 
er num ber remained out on the lawn 
in the cool night air, walk ing around 
the lantern-mark ed enclosure, or sit­ 
ting under the illuminated, Christmas- 
lik e trees. 
There were so many dignitaries 
present that ev en the wide-ey ed, out- 
of-town 
guests, 
unused 
to 
official 
W ashington and its galaxy of the po­ 
litically great, finally forgot to be Im­ 
pressed. There were v isitors from the 
east, the west, 
the north and the 
south. 
There were judges from all 
ov er the country , especially inv ited by 
Mr. Taft in memory of his judicial 
day s, and political and social friends 
from here, there and ev ery where. The 
senate turned out in full force, as did 
the house, the diplomatic corps, the 
army and nav y , the marine corps, and 
ev ery body in official W ashington who 
amounted to any thing. 
Many of the 
guests w*ere disappointed because the 
wagon loads of silv er receiv ed by the 
president and Mrs. Taft were not on 
exhibition.

of in the Hastings jail was k ept as 
secret as possible and is unk nown ex­ 
cept to a v ery few* trusted friends and 
the 
gov ernment 
officials. 
United 
States Marshal W arner of this dis­ 
trict ack nowledged that he himself de­ 
liv ered Richards to the dtputv and 
stated that, his authority to do so came 
direct from the departm ent at W ash­ 
ington. 
Sev eral y ears ago Richards was sen­ 
tenced to one hour’s imprisonment for 
land frauds, and this hour was spent 
in custody of a marshal at the Omaha 
club, where the party had a banquet.
